Hi Gang, 


Well, there I was with some free time when I figured that I'd pull open 
the OHR Classic to see if I could make things better. I had just about 
pushed the ARK-20 as far as it could go with its original design but the 
Classic has been neglected somewhat. I have always had a feeling that the 
Classic was not as good as it should be. Previously there was the problem 
with the weak MPF-102 for the oscillator which got fixed when I replaced it 
with a J310. Things got much better with that. Even so there were some 


problems: - 


1. The audio was really too weak. I am not sure if I built this thing wrong 
or what but it's low. I have the AGC all checked out and in fact the 
Signals are all there, just very low audio. 


Looking over the circuit I decided to change the gain of the 
pre-amplifier stage. So I clipped R247 (100 ohms) and put in a 100k 
preset there ugly style. Boom, my ears nearly went out the window. Okay, 
so after some tweaking, I have the gain really high now. 


2. BUT (isn't there always one) I now observe that even with higher gain, 
the signal to noise ratio was pretty bad. Plugging in the antenna, I can 
still hear the system noise. 


Well, first I had U206 (NE5534N) changed to a TLO81CP and that seemed to 
make it a little (just very little) bit less 'hissier'. Not content with 
this, I kept checking and noticed that the noise was coming primarily 
from the MC1350P mostly. Meanwhile I also observed quite a bit of low 
frequency humming (probably mains 50 Hz). I managed to fix this with a 
HUGE electrolytic across the power supply of the NE602AN. That made it 
more pleasant to listen to without all the rumble (I heard that low 
frequency sound moves the bowels :-)). 


3. So now we are down to the IF stage noise. Well, I am waiting for the 
iron to heat up so I can solder in the electrolytic so I don't know 
about that yet. 


I thought I'd post this for anyone who might be a little dissatisfied 
with the OHR Classic performance. I notice that quite a few Classics have 
gone up for sale lately. Perhaps some of these mods might change some minds. 
And, BTW, I added a switch to bypass the audio filter and much prefer the 
broader audio bandwidth. The filter cuts out quite a bit of hiss so I can 
switch it in or out as needed. 


When I bought the Classic, I was told that it was one of the better rigs 
around (expensive but it was on sale then). However, in real life, I stick 
to the ARK-20 so much more. THAT is one hot rig. Oh well, the iron looks hot 
enough now. CUL.

Carefully apply a measured amount on each pad. (For one-off work, commercial 
SMT workers use a machine that squirts a measured amount each time the foot 
switch is pressed. Volume production uses a screen printing process.) Place 
the IC on the board. The goop will hold it in place pretty well. Touch each 
lead and pad with a small soldering iron and hold for about three to four 
seconds. If you put on the right amount, and if your board has a proper 
solder mask, you shouldn't bridge any pins. When you have soldered 
everything, clean off the flux with flux remover or alcohol. Then test your 
work by attempting to pull or bend each IC lead with a pair of tweezers. A 
proper joint is quite (translate to "very" for the G's) strong. A poor joint 
may look fine visually, but will pull loose easily. 


That said, I should also mention that I don't like to use the paste for 
prototype work. It works best with well controlled reflow soldering, but 
doesn't have quite enough flux to handle the vagaries of my hand soldering 
technique. Also, if you don't get the right amount of cream on all the pads, 
the IC won't have a level surface to sit on. Some pads will be higher than 
others, making it difficult for all of them to make good contact. I prefer to 
apply straight liquid Kester 44 flux to the PC pads, place the IC, then heat 


the pin with an iron to which I've applied a very small amount of solder. 


solder will flow easily into the joint. Then, clean and test. Looks 
downright professional (sometimes).

Hi all, 


Well, I'm back. I made through another week of Boy Scout summer camp 
alive. This year I went on the High Adventure backpacking trek along 
the Bushkill river in eastern Pa. in the Pocono Mtns. We all had a 
great time and the boys loved camping and hiking along the river. We 
did not have the best WX for this type of event. I think it rained 
somewhere during the course of each day or night. This put a damper on 
my operating time. We hiked and participated in some type of fun event 


during the day and then settled down to cook dinner and hang out around 
a fire each evening. After dinner was my operating time. Because of 
the terrain, WX, or my energy level, I only set up the antenna 3 
evenings out of the week. 


I've been trying to hook up with Dennis-K3ETS for several weeks now and 
have had no luck. I don't think he's been doing well at all on this 
TMPS event. I told him to look for me in the evenings during my trek. 
I also made a sched with a friend back home on LI. Each night I called 
for AA2QO and K3ETS and two out of three nights I heard Dennis-K2ETS. 


It was great to finally hook up. Both our signals were down in the mud, 
but we made the Q. I never heard Mike-AA2Q0 but others said they heard 
him calling me. I guess we were too close or something. 


I brought the following gear with me: an SW-30 at about 2 watts; a home 
made light weight straight key; a home made light weight 30m dipole ina 
baggie; a 6ah gel cel (about 5 pounds?); a 30 foot length of RG-58 for a 
feed line. All totally about 7-8 pounds (I guess). I include 
approximate weights for the Adventure Radio Society crowd :) 


Everything for the week had to be carried in our packs, except the food. 
We only took 4 trail meals at a time with scheduled water and food drop 
points. With all the rain, we added a little extra weight with wet 
cloths and wet tents. We tried to build decent fires each evening to 
dry out our clothes and towels, but it rained almost every night so the 
tents had to be packed up wet and carried. We didn't do as much milage 
as I originally expected. Our trip plan brought us about 25 miles total 
for the week on foot. The scenery was beautiful and the trails were not 
trampled down at all. In some places we had to bush wack our way to the 
next stop. 


I use my light weight nylon line and a rock to get the antenna ends in 
the trees and always worked a flat top dipole with no tuner. I cut the 
dipole for resonance before-hand so I wouldn't have to pack a tuner. I 
also used a straight key to eliminate an external keyer and paddles. I 
didn't make many contacts. I was pretty tired each evening and couldn't 
really concentrate with the boys making a racket around the fire and 
all.

I always take qrp gear and a large gel cel (26ah) with me to summer 
camp, but I'm usually in one camp site for the whole week. This was my 
first experience at actually backpacking my gear with me from place to 
place and setting up my station every time I wanted to operate. The 
antenna went up real easy each time and operating went smooth. I only 
had two problems: One was, I'm not used to using a straight key and keep 
sending QLF code (sorry). The other problem is now I'm suffering from 
the poison sumac I got from putting up my antenna and hiking throught 
the woods (scratch! scratch! :) 


Well, that's about it for now. Glad to be back. Can't wait to do it 
again. Hope this poison sumac goes away quickly.

A technique used by many amateurs for putting wire antennas in trees 
is the combination of a sling shot and a fly fishing rod. The arm 
braced sling shot appears to be the favorite and is available from 
most sporting goods stores. I use 7/16, 1/2 or 9/16 inch bolts for 
the weights depending on height, distance and wind conditions. I can 
easily put the fishing line over a 90 foot pine tree in my yard. 


I use a bright yellow mason's line for the first three feet of the 
line and a plated hex nut. This makes it easier to spot the end of 
the line on the other side of the tree. Once the fishing line is over 
the tree I use the fishing line to pull over a run of mason's line. 
Once the mason's line is in place I can pull over a 1/4" rope if it 

is a temporary installation or 1/16" aircraft cable if it is going to 
be a long time installation. 


A few words of caution. Be sure there is nobody on the other side of 
the tree (fortunately I have a big yard). Store your sling shot 
properly in an air-tight plastic bag so the rubber will not 
deteriorate. Mine is nearly 15 years old and is still in very good 
condition, but I also wear Z-27 grade safety classes while using the 
sling shot. From comments by others I understand that K-Mart and 
other stores of that type carry what is called a "Rocket Launcher", 
that is a similar arm braced sling shot to mine, which is a Whammo. 


Some folks do not use a fly rod to dispense the fishing line. They 


just lay the line in a circular pattern on closely cut glass ora 
concrete surface. My yard is a forest and there is lots of debris on 
the ground that tends to get tangled in the fishing line, so I use a 
fly rod. Also my cats tend to attack anything on the ground that 
moves. 


The sling slot method works very nicely in the open wilderness areas 
as well. One VK with whom I spoke mentioned that his community 
passed a special law exempting radio amateurs from restrictions 
against sling shots. You might want to check for local restrictions, 
but I would certainly consider the sling shot to be safer than the 
bow and arrow approach that some use for hanging antennas in trees. 


The accuracy with the sling shot will amaze you once you become 
accustomed to it. Mason's line is available in most hardware stores 
for less than $5.00 for 500 feet. The mason's line is excellent for 
small temporary wire antenna installations. 


For low level work I have a 1-1/2 inch hex nut that I can throw 
like a baseball, however, much attention must be given to the 
landing spot. Good luck.

Rich: 


Hello, I thought I would try to help. Solder cream or solder paste is 
normally used in manufacturing when you are going to flow solder large 
numbers of parts on a PCB. We make a mask and then apply the solder 
paste through the mask onto the PCB. Similar to silk screening a 
T-shirt. One of the biggest problems we have with the paste is that it 
dries out before the parts are placed and the solder gets run. This 
makes for a cold solder joint or no joint. If you are applying it by 
hand I recommend that you use a syringe and needle to place a small 
amount on the pad and then place the part and solder. I prefer liquid 
flux over paste/cream. This can be purchased from numerous sources and 
tends to give better results when hand soldering. You also don't have to 
keep it refrigerated like a lot of the paste/cream brands. The only bad 
part of liquid flux is the need to clean the PCB after the work is 
completed. Some use plain water and some need alcohol or similar 
cleaning methods. 


In answer to your second question, yes solder can flow across the gaps 
and does. I use solder wick to remove excess solder. When soldering any 
surface mount part use as fine a tip as possible and the smallest 
diameter solder possible. This will help stop solder flowing across the 
pads. With a little practice you can solder and not get blobs of solder 
across the legs. Do not worry if you do, the excess solder can be 
removed. Also solder as quickly as possible. The heat from your iron 
can lift the pads if applied to long. Surface mount pads are very easy 
to lift by applying to much heat. This is especially important when 
removing parts. If you have any additional questions please contact me 
direct.

Rich, the cream (or paste as the surface mount assembly people refer to 
it) is usually placed on the pads in a thin layer. The part is placed in 
the paste, where it sticks enough to stay in place if the board is moved 
gently. Apply soldering iron to each pad in turn if you don't intend to 
oven or hot air reflow (if you have to ask, use an iron). Hold the part 
in place when heating the first joint, or it will float out of place due 
to the surface tension of the melted solder. Let cool before doing the 
rest, so part stays put. 


The green coating on most Printed Wiring Boards these days is a solder 
mask that prevents wicking along the board IF you put the right amount of 
paste on the pad and keep it on the pads only--don't let the paste bridge 
the pads or you will have problems. Just watch for bridges, and clear 
them out with solder wick as you go. Also watch for open joints that can 
be almost invisible. You should not be able to move a good joint. It 
helps to work under a magnifier, but here is one area where us 
nearsighted guys have an advantage if we remember to take our glasses 
off. Hi hi. 


A lot of the techs where I work like to flow a bit of liquid flux on the 
pasted pads after the part is placed in position when they work with an 
iron. 


Hope this helps.
